Charles A. Eastman, in hiis book, '"In­ 

dian Boyhood," gives us a good idea of 

how the Indian youth acquires the mar­ 

velous keenness of observation for which 

the Indians arenoted. He says: My 
uncle, who educated me up to the time 

when I was fifteen years of age, would 
say to me when I left the tepee in the 

morning, 'Hakadah, look closely to every­ 

thing you see,' and at evening, on my re­ 

turn, he U83d often to catechize me for 

an hour or so. 'On which side of the 

tree is the Kght-colored bark? On which 

side do they have the most regular bran­ 

ches?' It was his custom to let me name 

the new birds that I had seen during the 
day. I would name them according to 

the color or shape of the bill or their song 
or the appearance or locality of the nest. 
In fact, anything about the bird that im­ 

pressed me as characteristic."
If children, especially those reared in 

cities and towns, were, like this boy, 
trained at tl.e start to look at everything 

with the seeing eye that would take in 

every detail of its appearance, and to 

tell what they saw, there would be a far 

higher grace of intelligence among us 

than there is today. There would also 

be many more successful people.

TO PREVENT SUNBUBN

Persons who have a tendency to 
sunburn should take pains to pro 
tect the face and hands when they 
begin out-of-doorr life. For In­ 
stance, at tha start of the summer 
vacation, a wide-brimmed hat and 
* for a woman, a thin veil may 
We worn until the skin becomes ac­ 
customed to exposure.

A solution of quinine in petro 
leum will prove very useful In pro 
tecting the skin against sunburn. 
A powder made of one part quin 
me to 15 parts of talcum hay be 
musted in the skin as a preven­ 
tive against burning.

Cold cream applied after the skin 
h: s been burned will promote com­ 
fort.

After exposure to the sun the 
skin should not be washed In water 
until the next day. It should be 
cleaned by smearing it with co\f 
cream and then gently wiping it 
off with cotton or a sort cloth.

Even though your skln Is delicate 
and liable to become sunburned, do 
not avoid the sunlight "persistently. 
The sun's rays are .good for your 
health. They k__lll the germs of 
disease and produce vital reactions 
which are invaluable as promoters 
of good health.

Every person should have an 
hour or more in the sunlight every 
day ,and no house is fit to live In 
unless its windows are penetrated 
by the direct rays of the sun.
